HIGGINSVILLE, Mo., Aug. 30.--I have 
just eaten dinner with Jim Cummings, the 
last of the Mohicans—letting the James and 
Younger band stand for the Mohicans. 

That is to say, Jim Cummings is the last 
of them in that he has continug! to live, 
gSnove and have his bei for : “y Y years wfter 
the final breaking up iy band, and with- 
out once being called upon to stand trial 
for the. offenses charged against him as a 
Missouri outlaw. 

But it-is not the fault of Jim Cummings 
that he nevee has stood trial. Jim Cum- 
mings is the most remarkuble surrenderer 
the world ever knew. Four times in 40 
years he has offered to surrender, but nev- 
er, except for one night, has his liberty 
been curtailed. 

Cummings’ proudest boast is his splendid 
horsemanship; but to me it seems that his 
long suit as a celebrity lies in his remark- 
able capacity for surrendering or offering 
to surrender just at times when he is not 
wanted by the authorities. A man who can 
do that is an artist in his line. 

Cummings never surrendered 
through his own will and choice.

Last Friday at the Quantrill reunion in 
Independence I was told by “Lattie’ Jesse 
James—he says he weighs 189, and is still 
growing—that Jim Cummings is the 
one of the outlawed Quanitrill troopers who 
was neither killed nor captured, and who 
never surrendered.

NTS AND FRANK JAMES. 
HISTORY OF THE PICTURE. 

The picture showing Frank James and Arch Clements, now first published, 
has an interesti: history. 

This is the > ol time in years that-the little picture has been out of the 
persmal possession of Frank James. It was taken in the summer of 1865, at 
Bardstown; Ky., after Quantrill and his men went to Kentucky and the leader 
was killed 

The picture here reproduced is photographed from the original daguerreo- 
types Clements stands with hand on James’ shoulder. That they are typical 
Missourians of that period need not be pointed out. 

Shortly after that daguerreotype was made Arch Clements returned to Mis* 
souri to surrender. He had been with Quantrill and later with Bill Anderson. 
Both his leaders were now dead, the war was over, and an énvitation to suf- 
render was extended to the guefrilias. 

Clements started to go into Lexington, Mo., with a companion to surrender, 
but was shot and killed by the militia just before he reached town. 

Except a iittle likeness taken in California, which Mrs. Zerelda Samuel, 
mother of the James boyg, has worn‘in a locket at her neck for 3% years, this is 
the only picture of Frank James extant-that was taken before he was outlawed. 

Naturally Mr. James took good care that the picture did not get out of his 
possession in those days.

End of London. He has not found it. He says it has dis:p- 
peared.

been secretly laid by monks years ago. Een- 
gineer Probst occupies a high position here 
and is a firm believer in the Roman Catho- 
lic religion.

Loss of 25 Per Cent Thus Far Suffered 
in Minnesota and the 
4 Dakotas.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 30.—Wheat. oats 
end fiax are rotting in the shock, and corn 
north of central lowa is not likely to ma- 
ture. A heavy rain prevailed ail day yes- 
terday and last night over Minesota ané the 
Dakotas, which was preceded by an inter- 
mittent rain for ten days. Grain in the 
shock has suffered and in many localities 
it has sprouted or is rotting. Threshing 
has ceased.

MARQUIS DE MORES WAS THE 
CHALLENGER. 


President’s Reply When the Foreigner 
Wrote That There Was Only One 
Way to Settle Differences 
Between Gentlemen. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BANGOR, Me., Aug. 30.—In the crowd of 
from 30,000 to 50,000 persons who were pres- 
ent at Maplewood Park when Preaident 
Roosevelt attended the Bangor Fair last 
week there was one man at least Whom the 
President was delighted to see ani greet 
with the most cordial Roosevelt greeting. 

This man is “‘Bill’ Sewall of Island Falls. 

“Bill” tramped the Maine woods and 
rode over the western prairies with Roose- 
velt long before the latter was dreamed of 
as a presidential possibility; but even in 
those days ‘‘Bill’’ was heard to predict that 
“Teddy’’ would some day be the foremtst 
man in the United States. 

“Bill” was a sort of father to Roosevelt 
when the latter waa in his teens, and, as 
a vale and sickly youth, he came every 

_ year to the Aroostook woods to shoot and 
fish, under the guidance of the veteran 
woodsman. It is said the President has al- 
ways kept a warm corner in hia heart for 
the old guide, and that never a year has 
gone by without some substantial token of 
his regard. 

It is now more than % years since the 
two first met, but they have kept in touch 
with each other through correspondence 
ever since. 

Sewall lives in one of the most comfort- 
able cottages in Island Falls and owns a 
Hiro farm, some woodland and a camp at 
Mattawamkeag lake, a few miles away. 
He is 6 years old, tall, spare, blue-eyed and 
fair-haired, with a fine cast of countenance, 
athletic and very intelligent. 


Shared the

“Roosevelt is first of all an honest man,” 
said Bill, speak!ng of his acquaintance with 


the President, ‘‘and one of the plainest 
men I ever met.

The Marquis s nt a 
letter saying the colonel] had influenced one 
of the witnesses against him in the mur- 
der trial, and declaring that between gen- 
tlemen such differences could be settied in 
only one way, meaning. of course, by a 
duel. Col. Roosevelt said to me: 

‘* ‘Rill, I don’t want to disgrace my fam- 

y by fighting a duel, but I won’t be bul- 

Now, as I am the 
challenged party I have the privilege of 
naming weapons.

The Senate declined to agree to the in- 
crease and the measure is now in confer- 
ence—at least, it will be when Congress re- 
assemblies. 

As the next ses#ion will be a continuation 
of the Congress which adjourned this sum- 
mer, it will not be hecessary to put the bill 
through the two houses again, and all that 
is necessary to enact it will be for the con- 
ferees to reach an agreement, which weuia 
be ratisfied by both houses and recive tne 
President's approval.

SOLDIERS DESERT 
TO GET LIQUOR 


OFFICERS SAY ABOLITION OF 


CANTEEN IS RESPONSIBLE. 


‘SIX LEAVE ONE REGIMENT. 


Formerly Enlisted Men Satisfied Their 
Thirst at Posts, Without Going 
to Towns.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Evidence con- 
tinues to accumulate at the war depart- 
ment that the abolition of the canteen has 
been responsible for desertions. Informa- 
tion has just been received from St. Paul 
that during the pest seven weeks six mem- 
cers of the Twenty-first Regiment of In- 
fantry, stationed at Fort Snelling, have de- 
serted. This record, many men say, was 
nover before equaled at any post in the 


United States. Out of this number only 
one has been returned to the fort. , 

A Company B officer of that regiment, 
who has been in the service 24 years, 
says dGesertions would be reduced to a min- 
imum if a canteen could be maintained at 
the post. Commenting upon the subject 
this officer says: 

“It would keap the boys away from town, 
and when they got all they wanted to drink 
at the post % would go to bed. The 
guards at the fort would care for those 
who became intoxicated and the army uni- 
formas would not be disgraced by drunken 
soidiers lying in the gutters along the city 
streets.” . 

When asked what effort is made to cap- 
ture the deserters, the officer replied: 

“Soldiers who desert are poor soldiers, 
and are not wanted in the sige Little 
effort is being made to capture them.’’ 

Information has also been received from 
Helena, Mont., that two soldiers were cap- 
tured at the Northern Pacific station who 
had just deserted from Fort Harrison, the 

ost near Helena. They exchanged 
heir uniforms for civilian clothes and were 
preparing to get away. Not long ago a 
report was received from Helena that 4 
number of soldiers had become intoxicated

Says Plenty of St. Louis Capital Is 
Ready and No Consolidation With 
Charles Green’s Project Will 
Be Considered. 


It developed last night, through an an- 
nouncement made by John R, Dwyer, who 
is back of one of the bills introduced Fri- 
day in the City Council for an elevated 
railroad franchise, that he and his asso- 
Clates have planned a much longer road 
than the route submitted to the Council 
would indicates : 


In speaking of the plans Mr. Dwyer said: 

“If the St. Louis City Council grants our | 
Request for a franchise for bufiding our 
road within the city limits as outlined in| 
the bill, we will within two weeks after 
the granting of the franchise apply to the 
proper county authorities for an extension 
of the line beyond the city limits. 


WILL RUN TO KIRKWOOD. 

“If the consent of the county officials 
can be secured we propose to extend our 
road from West End Heights, the city lim- 
its, to Brentwood, thence to Webster 
Groves, and from there on to Kirkwood. 

“The length of the proposed line in St. 
Louis County beyond the city Iimits will be 
as planned about nine miles’ We propose 
to offer as. an inducement to the county 
authorities that the fare from any pvint 
in the county to Sixth and Chestnut Streets 
shall not exceed 7% cents, and that there 
shall be at least two through cars from 
Kirkwood to Sixth and Chestnut streets 
every hour, and cars every 15 minutes from 
Kirkwood to the city limits. 

‘We believe that such an extensfon by 
our,.line would be of such great benefit to 
the people of the county that there will 
<r Yittle opposition to granting the fran- 
clilse. . 


SAYS CAPITAL IS WAITING. 

Asked if he wovld give the names of the 
men interested with him in the proposed 
road, beside Charles Erd, Theodore F. 
Meyer, A. B. Lambert and Gus V. Brecht, 
whose names already have been published, 
Mr. Dwyer said the others did not wish 
their names made, public until the com- 
pany had been incorporated. 

‘I will say, however,’ added Mr. Dwyer, 
that they are all wealthy and well known 
business men of this citg@ who have money 
they want to invest, but at the same time 
have the interests of St. Louis and its peo- 


ple at heart and want to benefit the city. 
They stand ready to supply all the needed | 
money as soon as the franchise is grant- 
d 


‘We have estimated that the road as 
planned within the city limits will cost up- 
wards of $3,000,000 and we think eminently 
fair the terms offered the city, one per 
cent of net earnings of the road from the 
time it begins to operate, and the city to 
purchase the road after fifty years, on cer- 
tain stipulated terms, if desirable.’’ 

Mr. Dwyer said further that the intro- | 
duction of the other bill backed by Charles 
R. Green, for another elevated road, was | 
a great surprise to him and his associates, 
but that now that they knew another fran- 
chise was wanted there would be no over- 
iures toward a consolidation, nor would 
they consider such a proposition.

The bruiser method is rush, swing and 
hook, with a vital spot, generally the point 
of the chin, as an objective. Against a 
straight puncher, the man who swings has 
no chance, other things being equal. He 
throws himself open every time he leade 
and is liable at-any moment to receive 
what he was trying to deliver—his quietus. 

Perhaps the best instance of the mpe- 
riority of straight punching over the swing 
habi! was shown in the Attell-Broad fight. 
road's terrific swings never grazed Attell, 
who was always inside or outside the lead, 
coming back with two straight punches in 
the time it took Broad’s arm to wrap 
around his neck. 


SHORT BLOWS EFFECTIVE 
Latter-day fighting shows that knockout 
blows do not have to start back of the body, 
but can be delivered in a 10-inch movement 
of the glove. This has practically forced

As a matter of fact, however, one blow 
seldom results in a knockout. There are 
generally two—one which dazes or mo- 
mentarily paralyzes, and one which follows

AGAINST BULLET PROOF CLOTH 


Ordnance Officers of United States 
Army Have Made Adverse Reports 
After Thorough Tests.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—As a result of 
exhaustive tests, ordnance officers of the 
United States Army have reported against 
the adoption of bullet-proof cloth. 

The experiments showed that, weight for 
weight, the cloth eshields were not as re- 
sistent as steel plate, and that, when wet, 
were of double weight. 

It was found in one case that, while a 
jacket of cloth an inch thick stopped the 
bullets of the 38-caliber service revolver 
with ease at short ranges, the same wea- 
pon penetrated in each case at a distance 
of 75 feet. ,' 

On the other hand, using the army rifle 
against one of the shields backed by 4 
steel plate one-sixteenth of an inch thick, 
the shots which penetrated at the shorter 
ranges were stopped at distances above 
600 yards.

He then escaped 
to.Carolina; and when located there, in an 
effort to arrest him, he killed the deputy 
sheriff of Akin County, South Carolina.

DOWNWARD ROUTE FOR VALUES 
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After Having Been Run.in, the 


Bears Again Take 


the Helm That Controls the Market---The 


Weather Still 


the Impress- 


ive Influence.

The latest gaod bull movement in grain, 
which could betfer have been called 
a bear movement, as the advance was prin- 
cipally caused by shorts buying their way 
out, this movement in the speculative 
grain markets culminated last Mon- 
day. Then the option most sought after, 
and that was September, sold at an ad- 
vance over the lowest prices on the crop 
of 4c for wheat, while corn showed; 152° 
gain and oats were up 2%. Since then the 
markets have bone the other way, wit 
but slight and fleeting interruptions to the 
downward turn until yesterday, when the 
bears again bulled the market for a time. 
At close wheat: was 2c for September and 
%¢ for December below the close of the 
week before; corn was off %c for September 
and 1c for December and oats %c higher for 


September and %c for December. 
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The markets in takin 
have caused a great 
bought on the bulge for long account to 
be sold out, and has rehabilitated bearish 
speculation. The short side has become 
very popular again, more especially that 
for wheat, which is being played for. a new 
low record on the crop. Of corn the bears 
are not so certain and of oats they are not 
certain at all, but incline to the belief that 
wheat will drag all other grain down, or, 
at any rate, prevent an advance in them. 
A further falling,off in wheat receipts may 
be seen at St. Louis, but the cash demand 
has decreased perceptibly of late, exporters 
having entirely withdrawn, outside mar- 
kets taking very much less and southeast- 
ern millers not so steady buyers, indicating 
that some of the outside holes have been 
filled up. A return to settled weather and 
a free movement in the northwest would 
likely have a bearish influence on wheat, 
unless September manipulation gets to work 
again. That also is to be feared in corn 
and oats. :

At close of Saturday September 
sold at 64%c , December had buyers at 65%c 
and May sold at 68%c; September corn was 
offered at 55%c, and December and May 
had 364%c bid; September oats were nominal- 
ly 26%c, and December sold at 23%c.

offered at 55%c. 


The northwest and the foreign situation 
have been the powerful bear influences 
that worked wheat and kept bear sentiment 
and speculation on the go. Weather condi- 
tions have not altogether favored spring 
wheat harvesting, but these conditions were 
not near so bad as during the winter wheat 
harvest. Most of the crop of three big states 
has been cut and considerable has been 
threshed, cutting and threshin having 
crossed the border into Manitoba, but so far 
the movement to the markets do not show 
any greatly increased volume. Whether 
this is because the rains have delayed the 
movement from the farms or that country 
elevators and mills are taking the bulk of 
farmers’ deliveries, their stowkes having

We know 
that the llinois Grain Dealers’ assbciation 
raised an outcry over the inspection of the 
corn that was shipped to Chicago to be de- 
livered on July contracts, though the asso- 
ciation never followed up their outcry by 
any action. High prices forced by any 
squeeze next month would undoubtedly 
bring out all the old contract corn that Ie 
now held back, and which the present hold- 
ers would only be glad to get rid of, now 
that a new crop, and a record breaker at 
that, is nearly ready for cutting. But the 
question is, will it grade?

WORLD’S FAIR OFFICIALS TAKE

42.000 ACRES OF COAL 


ALL GOOD ANTHRACITE 


IN ONESPOT IN COLORADO 


A Section of the West Which May Soon 
Eat Into the Monopoly of the 
Pennsylvania Barons, 3 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 30.—Twelve thou- 
sand acres of anthracite coal in the Yampa 
district, Routt County, have been secured 
by David H. Moffatt and his associates. 
Although explorations during the past two 
years revealed the enormous value of the 
undeveloped coal deposits of Routt County, 
a total lack of transportation made the 
find valueless. Moffat’s new road, the Den- 
ver, Northwestern & Pacific, passing 
through the heart of the Yampa district, 
will afford transportation east and west. 

The announcement of this purchase by 
the Moffat syndicate created excitement. 
Hitherto Mr. Moffat has been regarded as 
a pioneer in gold and silver mining, and his 
mining ventures at Cripple Creek in 1891 and 
Leadville Bre much discussed. It is remem- 
bered that in these Mr. Moffat secured 
‘“‘prospects,’’ determined the value of the 
ore, and then secured transportation by 
building railroads to take the ore to the 
smelters. Now it is argued Moffat has se- 
cured coal flelds and insures shipments by 
building the Denver, Northwestern & Pa- 
cific. The result has been a rush of pros- 
pectors into the Yampa to acquire hold- 
ings. 

Comparison and analysis of Routt County 
anthracite with Pennsylvania shows it to 
contain a greater percentage of fixed car- 
bon and volatile matter and a smaller per- 
centage of moisture and ash. Prof. Lakes 
of the Colorado State School of Mines says: 
says: ‘The entire plateau, 25 miles north- 
west of Steamboat Springs, is underlaid by 
a number of coal scams of more than aver- 
age grade in character and quality.

quantity is practically unlimited. It is 
safe to say there is at least 25 feet thick- 
ness of excellent coal, some of it anthra- 
cite, underlying the whole area; 50 feet 
would not be an exaggerated estimate. 

“Tt is probably the largest area of this 
particular variety of coal in Colorado west 
of the Mississippi. The anthracite is hard, 
firm and compact, and breaks into shining 
blocks. Fragments exposed to the air for 
years show no signs of slacking.” 

Henry Denman, Colorado state inspector 
of coal mines, says: 

“The Yampa coal field contains 440 square 
miles, with an available gross tonnage of 
5,.961,500,000 tons. Seam No. 4 is 14 feet thick 
and is a first-class anthracite. This seam 
in a 1200-acree tract would yield 17,424,000 
tons, At $3 per ton at the mine it would net 
$52,272,000. As such a tract would be only 
two square miles it can serve to indicate 
what the wealth underlying 440 square 
miles means to Colorado.” 

Transportation is the key to unlock the 
door of this wealth, and it is now to be 
furnished by the Moffat road, which is 
being rapidly pushed from Denver to Salt 
Lake, a distance of 300 miles. It passes 
through a country as large as Pennsylvania 
without a railroad. The shortest distance 
between the Rio Grande on the south and 
the Union Pacific .on the north is 234 
miles. The Denver, Northwestern & Pacific 
will pass about equally distant from each. 
A tunnel two and a half miles long. will 
pierce James Peak, in the Continental Di- 
vide, at an altitude of 10,000 feet and 3281 
feet below the summit. It will be 16 feet

S. Morris, which alfas he excused as being 
the name of the man who furnished the 
capital for the enterprise, although he was 
well known as Pen@#eton. 

The town of Gentry is only three years 
old, and one of its founders was James N.

Calva, ll, and Margaret, 7 years old, he 
occupied a comfortable home which, it is 
said, is the property of his wife. 

Ile was respected because of his good 
family connections jin the adjoining coun- 
ties. At Albany, Denver, Strong City ana 
Ford City his brothers and the relatives of 
his wife were strongly established on ac- 
count of long residence and creditable ca- 
reers. 

Pendleton’s own ¢areer was not as go 
as it might have been, and he was Laas 
upon tm the community as being tricky 

nd unreliable. , 

It is a matter of common talk in Ge 
County that he practically ruined ne 
father. 

Early tn his career he ts sald to have 
forged a deed to a bit of farmland, which 
he negotiated at the National Bank of 
Grant City. Prosecution was threatened 
and was about to proceed when his father 
compromised by sacrificing his farm of 
about nine hundred acres. When the case 
had been settled the father, instead of hav- 
ing a valuable estate, was left with forty or 


fifty acres. 
CHAPTER ITI. 
Dark Spots on the Man’s History. 

A story is told of him that has the ele- 
ménts of both humor and pathos. Several 
years ago he lived at Ford City in Gentry 
County. In the same town lHved his sister, 
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some means. She had a horse that had been 
given her by her father, who had bred it. 
It was a valuable animal and was much 
loved by all the Pendleton family. 

Miss Pendleton becoming ill. went to the 
home of her parent at Denver in Gentry 
County, where she died. After her death 
Jamés Pendleton sold the horse to Standish 
Jones, a farmer near Ford City, and col- 
lected $100 salary due his sister, but failea 
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to make any return of the salary or pro-)

New York. Spectacular and amuse- 

ment features, unthought of in London, will 

be developed in a way to make the English 
eye hang upon the Mnglish cheek. 

Three thousand dollars will be expended 
on the Streets of Venice alone. Agentg have 
scoured the world for novelties in the year 
that the Professional Woman's League has 
been working on the organization of the ex- 
hibition. All the attendants at Madison 
Square Garden during the exhibition are to 
be women. And they are to be pretty wo- 
men, for the League knows what woman’s 


beauty adds to the beauties of her work. 
“It may be said in advance,’ says the

prospectus, the only thing connected. with 
the exhibition with which man even re- 
motely associates, ‘‘that no comic opera 
chorus on Broadway will be more a delight 
to the eye than the corps to be seen at 
Madison Square. No fewer than 3000 girls 
will be employed. Young women dressed in 
Amazonian uniforms will open carriage 
doors at the entrance, will sell and take 
tickets, will act as gate tenders and ushers 
and police officers. The various booths and 
entertainments will be conducted exclusive- 
ly by young women. The bands and orches- 
tras engaged will be composed of women. 
From the moment the spectator sets foot on 
the curb in front of the great metropolitan 
palace of amusment until he or she quits 
the building, the vista. pregented will be 
peopled exclusively by daughters of Eve. 
When it is remembered that the Profes- 
sional Woman's League numbers many of 
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the most charming actresses and singers on 
the American stage, and that these are cer- 
tain to lend their presence and occasional 
service to the show, no one can doubt that 
women herself will constitute the chiefest 
attraction of the woman's exhibition.’’ 


Decorations are to be elaborate and rich 
in coloring. The flags of the world will 
be among the gaudy streamers in which will 
nestle electric bulbe. There is to be a 
circular street of all nations, Twenty- 
three of the. most interesting people of 
the earth will be seen engaged In charac- 
teristic occupations.

Dr. Baum clings to the theory that the 
cliff dwellings were built for protection 
from enemies, but Dr. Perks and I have 
not yet embraced it.

The ClHff Palace and the Spruce Trea 
house are the finest cliff dwellings known. 
The Sunday Post-Dispatch exploring ex- 
pedition has studied them thoroughly, and 
also the ruins and the canyons around 
them. The expedition has determined 
these things absolutely: The cliff dweil- 
es lived here in great numbers. They 
were not smell of stature. though their 
doors are scarce three feet high and their 
windows are not more than 12x12 inches, 
They lived here in a time when the e invons 
carried streams of water. They were ex- 
pert potters, raised corn and made fab- 
rics, and were worshipers of a deity in 
whose sight they kept in their estufas 
bright and undging fires They had no 
written language, even idfographic. Yet 
they were civilized to the extent of hav- 
ing advanced their architecture to the 
magnificent attainments seen in the Cuff

Some of the cliff houses in the Mesa 
Verde canyons are high up tn the precipl- 
tate cliff hHiow did their bullders ard 
occupants reach them? Were children 
raised in such harness as these? We 
must admit, of course, that they were, for 
there ig every proof that the cliff dwell- 
ings were occupied for a considerable 
period of time. With ropes and rude lad- 
ders We gained some of the cerie-like 
houses. Others were so much of a hazard 
that no aticmpt was made to gain them. 
Mr. FPteiffenberger, whore agility in the 
clifs makes him the chief climber of the 
expedition, says he can understand how 
people climbed up to scme of the oiff 
houses much more readily than he can 
understand now they got down, an ob- 
servance understood by everyone who has 
done any cliff scaling. 

The Ute Indians live just south of the 
Mesa Vorde clit ruins, but no Indian ven-

The red man has so 
Sstitious fear of them not easily under 
stood. 

Seventy mummiles have been takon from 
the Mest Verde cliff ruins since thelr dine 
covery. They were not the sort of mute 
mies found in Egypt. but simply dried 
skeletons ossified in the dry alr of the 
cliffs, than which the gourde of 
were not drier. All these mummies proved, 
the cliff dwellers to have been @ people 
of fairly large stature.

Ir'TER these several years’ practical 
A work in the West I have come to the 
eonclusion that the only way to prop- 
erly care for tuberculosis-stricken human- 
fty is for the epople of the United 
States, regardiess of religions or med- 
feal creeds, regardless of trades or 
professions, to co-operate in demand- 
ing that the care of consumptives. be 
Placed under direction and control of the 
United States government. There are mil- 
lions of acres of arid lands in the West 
that are still government property. At 
Fort Bayard, Ariz., the government is al- 
ready maintaining a consumptive reserva- 
tion for the army and navy. The govern- 
ment took charge of the hot gprings of Ar- 
kansas for the public good. It maintains 
quarantine stations and marine hospitals. 
The precedent is alréady well-established. 
It sets aside Indian lands and runs Indian 
schools. 

A million and two hundred persons die 
every ygar in the United States from con- 
sumption. It would not be necessary to 
eempel these sufferers to go to the western 
‘reservations. They would go gladly if easy 
means of getting there and of living there 
were provided. Were they there the con- 
tagion they spread would be wiped out. 
Yon cannot force the isolation of consump- 
tives. But you can make it possible for 
consumptives to isolate themselves when 
you -make it possible for them ‘to regain 
health by going to certain western states, 
the climatic conditions of which are such 
@that general health is restored and _ the 
dacilll’s power overcome. While it starves 
because the dry atmosphere robs it of the 
gecretions it formerly fed upon. 

There is proof of the benefits of the con- 
ditions that prevail out In the arid districts. 
Phoenix, Ariz., has a population of 18,000, 
and 3000 are consumptives, well enough now 
to go about business and make a living. | 
mention Phoenix because it !s typical. But 
I do not sky where the government reserva- 
tions ought to be located. I have made 
some investigation so that data may not 
be wanting and this data has been given to 
the Saturday and Sunday Hospital Associa- 
tion, which fs a non-sectarian organization, 
supported by all the people and therefora, 

presenting all.. Here is what I get from 
he western bureau in Washington: 

oy Al H. MAYFIELD, 

[" government reservations in the arid 
: west where persons affilcted with 
tuberculosis may be given prolonged leases 
of life and those at home may b® spared 
contagion, purely on a philanthropic basis. 
My life work is here in St. Louls, and it 
fs not unprofitable. No government posi- 
tion could pay so much. My own sor-ow 
gives Ine a fellow feeling. 

The suggesidon for government care of 
consumptives came to me in a very sad 
way. My noble boy, W. H. Mayfield, Jr., 
lacked just 30 days of being 21 when he 
Ged of consumption. He was born at May- 
field, Mo., where I, myself, was born. No 
one had a hardier constitution. None was 
more ruggedly healthy until the tubercu- 
losis bacilli found lodgment in his lungs. 
A Y. M. C. A. lecturer said the boy had 
the most perfect physique of any member 
of the Y. M. C. A. gymnasium. He. grad- 
uated from Smith Academy and was editor 
in chief of the college paper and editor in 
chief of the class book. His artistic hand 
supplied the class book illustrations. Prof. 
Jacksen, the principal, said the class book 
was the best the school had Issued. 

The boy had begun the study of medicine 
unger my dGireoction and was to have enter- 
ed college when I discovered that he had 
been emitten with the disease. ij had 
been accustomed to telling those who came 
to me with weakened lungs to go west. I 
did it because other physicians did it, but 
I really knew nothing about the advan- 
tages of the various localities. Finally, 
Seven years ago, I sent Dr. A. M. Lee, now 
in an Ilijvois state institution, to find out 
what he could of the udvantages of the 
various localities. He first went to New 
Mexico. He went through Colorado and 
Arizona. He brought back favorable re- 
ports on several points. Scottsdale, Ariz., 
seems tr be especially sultable, It is 5 
mile from Flagstaff. We saved the daugh- 
ter of a renowned Missouri preacher, the 
Kev.

In my paper, ‘‘A’Plea for a National San- 
ltarium for Consumptives in the Arid 
West,’’ I told the. hospital association that 
the recent advance in medical science is 
causing a revolution in sanitary matters 
the world over. Smallpox, scarlet and yel- 
low fever and many other fel] diseases that 
have wrought havoc in communities are 
now only endemic and are losing their epi- 
demic character. The admitted fact that 
consumption is due to the tubercie biucilli 
inspires the hope that the dread plague 
which claims more victims than all other 
contagious diseases may ‘be effectually 
stamped out. The civilized world is organ- 
izing to effect this end. The recent tuber- 
culosis congress, just held; declares that 
‘tuberculosis is an infectious disease, com- 
municated from person to person by means 
of the dried sputum of consumptive pa- 
tients. Heretofore it was thought that con- 
sumption was an hereditary disease and, 
therefore, was not to be «qvUarantined 
against, but recent investigations deter- 
mined its bacteriological character. The 
new knowledge involves new treatment. 
The Medical Record says: “Tuberculosis

world. One-third of all the deaths between 
the ages of 1p) and 20 are from tuberculosis. 
It destroys four and a half times more peo- 
ple than smallpox, scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever and diphtheria combined.’ The na- 
tional government can select and control 
the most fayorable sites. The national gov- 
ernment hds ultimate control of all lines 
of commumcation by land and water. The 
national g@wernment could devote public 
lands suitable for such institution, say 15 
miles square, 144,000 acres. 

If more lands were required more could 
be had. , 

Recently Sir Earnest Cassell placed 
$1,000,000 in the hands of King Edward for 
the benefit of such sick persons as the 
King Should decide to devote it. The King 
decided to devote it to a hospital for con- 
sumptives. I understand that John D. 
Rockefeller is encouraging the study of 
ccnsumption germs in one of our leading 
eastern college laboratories.

There are many consumptives whe khow 
that they ought to go West who are not 
able to go and not able to stay out there, 
even if they could get there for nothing. :

Under the plan proposed there 
will be no charity. Rich and poor will be 
treated alike. All will be able to get @ 
chance to live. 

Prof. Koch, who has written some star 
tling truths on consumption, says there can 
be no doubt of the contagion of consump- 
tion. Not long ago a telephone from the 
Lindell announced that a wealthy New. 
York man stopping at the Lindell was pros-, 
trated with consumption and would like to 
be taken in at the Sanitarium. We could 
not afford to expose our other patients to 
the contagion. So we were obliged to re- 
fuse him. We used our telephones, how- 
ever, and after several hospitals had de- 
nied accommodation we found one hospital 
that had an isolated ward and took him 
for a Yew days, when he went on to New 
York. His case its pitiful, but it tlhustrates 
the general acceptance of the contagious 


Cities cannot do anything with consump- 
tion. States cannot. The national govern- 
ment can and it can do it in a way that 
will work no injury and no hardship and 
much benefit. 


The railroads are enthusiastic about the 
plan of isolating consumptives. So are 
the summer resorts and winter resorts of 
the West. It will benefit both. The rail- 
roads are willing to provide hospital cars,

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HOW FOOD MAY BE MADE 


FROM THE AIR WE BREATHE 


HROUGH the medium of a light- 
ning’s flash the population of the 
world may be saved from ultimate 

starvation. 

The slowly increasing poverty of the 
soil may be revivified. 

Prosperity and plenty may be wrung 
from the atmosphere by means of the zig- 
zagging thunderbolt. 

Food may be manufactured from the 
air. 

This is the latest marvel of science. 

Nitrogen is the fairy godmother of the 
earth, and through nitrogen all these 


things may be accomplished. 

W of Niagara Falls experiments are 
now going on that may ultimately 

revolutionize the economic conditions cf the 

world. 

So quietly have these experiments heen 
conducted that very few persons outside 
a certain coterie of electro-chemical scl- 
entists knew that they were being made. 

They came about through the strange 
prediction made ty Sir William Crookes, 
the famous English scientist, that the pop- 
ulation of the world would starve within 
the next 35 years through the exhaustion 
of the earth's nitrates. 

Speaking before the British Association 
of Science at Bristol, in 1898, Sir. William 
prophesied universal death. ' 

“What is needed, and what 
have,’’ said Sir William, “is nitrate in un- 
limited quantities for the field. Otherwise 
the world must eventually face sure star- 
vation.” 

Reading the pessimistic prediction of 
Crookes, Charles 8. Bradley, an electro- 
chemical! engineer of Butfalo, began to pon- 
der upon it. 

Here are the facts upon which he brooded 
night and day: Grain of alinost every 
kind pre-eminently demands nitrogen. Sue 
does grass and every form of vegctation. 
In the sewage of towns and cities nitro- 
gen to the value of $100,000,000 is wasted 
yearly. The world cannot endure this drain- 
age forever, 

Suddenly Mr. Bradley remembered that 
every square yard of the earth's surface 
has nitrogen gas pressing down on it to the 
extent of seven tons. 

“Here are nitrates In unlimited quanti- 
ties,” he reflected. “Put how am I to get 
at them? This nitrogen is in a free state, 
while grain and vegetation demand it 
fixed.”’ 

About this time Mr. Bradley had an in- 
spiration. He would burn his nitrates from 
the air by means of lightning. He, in com- 
mon with other scientists, knew that the 
air immetiately surrounding a lightning

She is one of the most accomplished 
young women of the German aristocracy. 

Miss von Hoffman's father, Baron von 
Hoffman, died a few years ago. He was a 
near relative of L. von Hoffman, a prom- 
inent New York banker, whose wife was 
an American and whose @hughter is the 
Marquise de Mores. 


The management of the great estate fell 

on his widow, the baroness, and her bro- 
ther-in-law.

In France, by the code Napoleon, the 
same presumptions were adopted, as pro- 
viding for succession in the order of na- 
ture.

Other countries have provided by statute 
that where relatives die in the same ca- 
lamity there is a presumption that all ex- 
pired at the same moment. 

There are many interesting cases in 
which both the civil and common law have 
been evoked, and: which are published by 
the Lawyers’ Co-Operative Publishing Co.

The earliest known English case occurred 
in 1896. when George Hitchcock and his,son, 
joint tenants in a certain lot of real estate. 
were both hanged from the same cart.

Her hus- 
band, according to the evidence, was ob- 
served to move his feet and shake his legs 
after the body of his son was still in deaéna.

The case of Selwyn vs. Hogg related to 
the drowning of both husband and wife, 
who were voyaging from Liverpool to Ban- 
gor in the ship Rotassy Castle. There was 
no proof as to the time that either died. 
The bodies were found floating near the 
shore. In this case the judge decided that 
“in the absence of clear evidence it is ta- 
ken that both died at the same time.” 

In a similar manner the property of Mur- 
ray, his wife and child, who were drowned 
while voyaging from Dublin to Quebec on 
the bark Emerald of London, was disposed 
ges the ship struck the reef Murray 
was on deck He immediately rushed be- 
low to his wife and child. As he descended 
the gangway the vessel stru@k a second 
time and went to pieces. He had, be- 
queathed all his property to his wife. 

The court granted administration to the 
husband's next of kin, as there was noth- 
ing whatever to show that his wife had 
survived him. 

Another case that attracted public atten- 
tion was that of Wainwright vs, Swaney. 
Mr. Wainwright perished with hfs wife 
and child in the Cawnpore massacre, and 
administration of his estate was iawarded 
on the oath that the deceased was a wid- 
ower without children, and that there was 
no evidence to show that the wife and 
children had survived. 

Jn short, the English law plainly pro- 
vides that you must either prove in cases 
of the death of wife and husband that she 
died before him, or that he produced the 
property in his possession during his life. 
Conjecture will not do. Proof of the facts 
must be plain In all cases. 

The English common law in such cases 
has always applied in the United States in 
questions of survivorship, with the ex- 
ception of Louisiana and California, as be- 
fore noted,

The exceptions to these rulings in com- 
mon law in cases of simultaneous death 
have occurred, as far as the United States 
is concerned, only in Louisiana and Call- 
fornia. 

The most notable case in California was 
that of Saunders vs. Sitmcich. The testator. 
with his wife and two children, perished In 
a fire -which destroyed their home. The 
jury found that the wife survived. The ef- 
fect of this, according to the California 
statutes, was work a revocation of the 
will. which antedated the marriage. 

in reversing the judgment the court. 
on the point of survivorship was a recitai 
in the probate court order appointing the 
wife as administratrix and that she was 
the surviving wife of the testator. 

There is in common law ho presumption 
as to the order in which death comes to 
those who perish In a common diraster. 

The fact of death being undeterminabig 
property Involved descends as if death were 
simultaneous.

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TROUBLES THAT 
WORRY RULERS 
OF OLD WORLD 


H® truth of the old proverb, “uneasy 
lies the head that weare a crown,” 
was never more apparent than it is 

today in Europe. The tasks and troubles 
that confront the rules of Norway, Spain, 
Russia, Austria, Portugal, Bulgaria, Ture 
key, Servia, Roumania, Belgium and Italy 
are certainly enough to warrant the cone 
elusion that there is very little happiness 
or satisfaction in what Bill Nye called the 


“king business.”’ 

No more difficult task, for instance, 
could have been allotted to any monarch 
than that of preserving peace between Nor- 
way and Sweden. King Oscar is, however, 
a King among tacticilans, and by his 
careful judgment and moderation has kept 
his fractious people from openly quarrel- 
ing. Peace was necessary and peace and 
quiet have been maintained, but the day 
will come when the’veteran monarch must 
join his fathers, and his son, Gustav 
Adolph, will reign in his stead, 

And herein will lie the difficulty. Prince 
Gustav Adolph has none of the tact of his 
father, none of the foresight and modera« 
tion. He is young, flery, and, possibly, 
reckless. So much so, that, when he comes 
to reign a rapid, disintegration of the two 
countries will almost inevitably follow, and 
perhaps an international war 

Religious etrife will be one of the pringk 
pal means of upsetting the Italian sove 
ereignty. Before his assassigation, King , 
Umberto discovered that a jun was im- 
minent between the Vatican and the Fo 
publican party. 

Such a union would be most disastrous as 
far as the monarchy is concerned and 
would, if carried out, bring about the fall 
of the House of Savoy. Thereforo Kirg 
Victor Emmanuel must keep on the best 
possible terms with the Vatican. ; 

Spain also is threatened on religtu 
grounds. Don Carlos, a legitimate claime 
ant to the throne, has the support of the 
clergy. The Queen-mother has always up. 
held the clergy, against the sentiment of 
the country, and hence the disiike for the 
reigning house. 

r many years the young King was 
failing in health. In the event of his death 
the throne would go to his sister, the 
Princess of the Asturias, whose marriage 
to the. Count of Casenta has bound hep, 
hand and foot, to the Vatican. Thus the 
death of King Alphonso and the accession 
of his sister would be of the greatest harm 
to Spain. 

The safety of the throne depends on thé 
young King entirely, whether he follow 
his mother, Dona Christina, and the clere 
ical party, or attach himself to the liberal} 
and tactful counsels of the great stat 
Senor Sagasta. § 

Meanwhile his rival, Don Carlos, ts the 
hope of the clorgy, who are only prevented 
from openly supporting the Carlist cause 
by the mandate of Pope Leo XIII, 

More insecure than Spain is the throne 
of Servia. Here are no political or finan- 
clal difficulties, nor are there any troubles 
of the church to deal with, but a love af- 
fair. 

Mme. Draga Maschin was the daughter 
of a policeman and the widow of an én- 
gineer who committed suicide. Having 
been taken up by the court,.ghis handsome 
adventuress wormed her way into the 
heart of the young King Alexander, and, 
although ‘full 16 years his senior, led him 
triumphantly to the altar. 

The ministry at once resigned and the 
country was horrified to find that thefP 
King had married one of his mother’s 
maids.

finding dt. He is manager of the Lost Ar- 
ticle Department of the Transit Company, 
and draws a. large salary to keep a sharp 
lookout for your umbrella and to return it to 
you when it is turned into his department 
by the conductor on whose car you left that 
necessary articie. 

You may not know what car you lost the 
umbrella on but that matters little to Mr. 
Maxwell. He receives every article that 
is lost on the cars from Carondelet to Ba- 
den and from den to Wellston, 

When an article is turned in the first 
thing that Mr. Maxwell does is to enter the 
name of the article and the conductor in a 
large register which shows the condition 


your umbrella on the 


of the article and the time it was found. 

As soon as this is done a tag bearing a 
corresponding number to the entry in the 
book is tied to the lost article and it is filed 
away. t 

The tag gives the date, time, conductor's 
hame, and» trip number of his car. This ts 
done in order to avoid mixing the many 
things that find their way into this depart- 
ment, and to afford a memorandum so that 
should the owner never call for their prop- 
erty the article can be returned to the con- 
ductor who is allowed to claim the parcel 
or bundle after 30 days, which ig the 
time limit placed on all things except money 
and pocketbooks containing money, or 
papers of financial value. 

The law requires that money and pocket- 
books be kept for one yar and a day. 
After this time the conductor who turned 
in the money becomes the owner, and 
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Conductor’s Receipt for Lost Article.

many nice sums are thus received by 
them. 

All sums over $10 are kept in the large 
vault in the cashier’s department. Other 
amounts are handled by Mr. Maxwell, who 
now has a collection of pocketbooks that 
would do credit to a department store. 

Nine out of ten pocketbooks are the prop- 
erty of women, and as a rule are lost in 
the afternoon when the owners are on the 
way home from a shopping trip. The 
usual contents are street car fare, chew- 
ing gum, theater tickets and dress goods 
samples. Some contain locks of hair, 
stamp photos and love letters. ; 

All these ings Mr. Maxwell carefully 
replaces after examining them, and the 
pocketbook worn and torn is tagged and 
laid away with as much care as the one 
with silver\trimmings on the outside and 


the bank roll inside. 

The largest amount of money ever found 
in one day in one sum was a roll of bills 
tied with a string representing $563. This 
the owner called for. 

When a conductor brings to this depart- 
ment an article that has been lost he re- 
ceives a receipt from Mr. Maxwell, and 
when the 30 days are expired the receipt 
is presented and the article is given to 
him, and the company is no longer respon- 
sible to the original owner. 

The value of the umbrellas lost ranges 
from 98 cents to $100. The most expensive 
ones have handles of pearl, covered with 
fancy work in gold and silver, and are silk 
covered. These are most always called for 
by the owner. 

More watches are lost in the summer time 
than in the winter. This is owing to the 


manner in which a watch is worn in sum- 
mer, a fob being used by most men, and 
the watch carried in the@watch pocket in 
the pants. It is An easy thing for a watch 
to slip out of this pocket when the wearer 
sits down. Ladies’ watches are usually 
found with part of the chain attached, 
showing that the watch was jerked out of 
the pocket or slipped through the belt, and 
the chain broken when the owner arose 
from the seat. 

Every manner of wearing apparel is 
found on the cars, some new, some old and 
of little value. Just how a man could lose 
his panama hat is hard to figure out, but 
as the hat was found on one of the last 
“owl cars” it is almost easy to guess.

REVOLVING PIANO STOOLS MAKE CRIPPLES AND INVALIDS OF CHILDREN 
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Growing Tendency of Young 
Girls Toward Spinal Curva- 
ture—Dr. Marc Ray Hughes 
and Prof. Charles Kunkel 
Agree That Children Must 
Have Rigid Piano Seats and 
Rest for Their Feet.

WAS discussing the subject of spinal 

curvature with Charles Kunkel, thea 

veteran pianist, the other day. I find 
that his years of experience support my 
observation that the ordinary revolving 
piano stool raised and lowered by a screw 
$s the case of most of the spinal difficul- 
tles with witich so many young girls are 
afflicted. — 

When a girl begins to take piano lessons 
she has a short body. To bring her elbows 
in proper relative position to her finger tips 
she must be perched so high that her feet 
@re far above the floor. She has nothing 
with which to steady herself and all the 
strain that comes from reaching comes on 
her spine and her spinal cord. 

If the stool be too low, anterior or frontal 
and dorsal or middle-back curvature oc- 
curs. If the stool be too high, posterior 
curvature gt the lumbar region follows: 
When the stool is too low inward curvature 
is caused. The shoulders are thrown back, 
end in an effort to establish a center of 
gravity the chest is thrown out. 

Most of the lateral or side curvatures are 
to the right, This is due to the fact that 
most of the girls who are learning the 
piano are righthanded and lean to the right 
in playing. There is an effort to preserve 
the equilibrium while perched on the stool 
Without foot support, and-that gives the 8 
ghape to the spine. The curve, whatever it 
may be, is usually at the pofnt where there 
ig some weakness, no matter from what 
cause. One of the greatest causes of weak- 
ness is inherited tendency to tuberculpsis. 
This disease is both hereditary and com- 
municable by germ transmission. It is 
transmitted in generation. Children at birth 
have tubercular meningitis.

We can look after pupils that come to 
vs. But all we can do with the child at 
home is to tell the parents what to do and 
let them do it or not.

Women are the easiest and most frequent 
victims of the professional grafter, and are 
readily talked into giving up large sums 
of money jo men who claim to have «4 
pull with the court and who promise to 
““fix’’ the case. 

As a ruls they appear at court unat-

ness of the situation causes them to be- 
come nervous and they are willing to con- 
fide on most any one who appears sympa- 
thetic. 

This ‘“sympathetic’’ person invariably 
turns cut to be a smooth-talking individual, 
who tells the distracted woman that for 
$2 he can secure a continuance, and then 
when the casa ts called he will appear for 
her and “fix’’@t. He always asserts that 
he is on very friendly terms with “His 
Honor’ and will take lunch with him that 
day, and wil: take up her case then. 

The confiding woman hands over the 
money, and when the day arrives for her 
to go to court she does not see her ‘'sym- 
pathetic” acquaintance and her case is 
tried and perhaps a fine is assesecd. 


Her woman's nature gets the best of her 
and in a tearful manner she relates to the 
judge how she has been duped. In many 
of such cases where the wonan can fur- 
nigh a deacription of the man Judse 8Bin- 
ener sends one of his trusted marshais out 
to bring him into court. 

The “grafter’’ never fails to return to 
the woman the money he sccured and ia 
giad to escape without punishment. 50 
great did the practico of this clases of 
grafting become that the prosecuting at- 
torney has been offered a dollar by court 
defendants who applied in verson to secure 
a continuance, thinking that that was the 
regular charge for a cuntinuarce.

“T divide the hair thus, about three inches 
from the forehead, down to the nape of the 
neck. 

“T now tle the hair which I wish not 
waved about two inches bélow the crown. 
1 arrange the front and side with a few 
light pins, giving it a very slightly pom- 
padour effect on the top of the head, be- 
cause that lengthens your round face, but 
at the side, where your face is too full, 
or inclined to bé too full. I brush the 
hair off almost flat—so. 

“I now divide the back hair into threo 
or four tresses, with which I make a loose 
twist and arrange the chignon in this 
shape, fastening with short pins. 

“For an evening function your style cf 
beauty will @end itself to a very artistic 
mode of hairdressing, but you must be 
careful not to over-elaborate the colffure. 

“T shall arrange your hair very simply 
and shall ornament it with this charming 
wreath of green oak leaves and acorns. 

“You will notice that I shail make the 
general contour the same as in the simple 
hairdressing. The wreath is brought down 
so that it droops at*the back of ‘the ‘heai, 
thus again lengthening the line and making 
the face longer, 

“Tor an every-day coiffure the girl with 
the short face should adopt the careless 
hair dressing. 

“The word ‘careless’ is used in qa para- 
doxical sense; as a matter of fact the 
‘careless’ colffure requires extreme nicety 
and caution. There is a very great differ- 
ence between a ‘careless’ style and an un- 
tidy head. 

“The greatest art in hair dressing is to 
conceal art, and often the woman whose 
coiffure appears to have been the result 
of only an instant’s work has taken as

“Tt ‘gs difficult to wear a low coiffure 
with morning costume, und for this rea- 
son, while I advise it for ladtes with large 
or round faces, I should modify the style 
for early morning wear.

Of the towns there are 30. Only three 
may be dignified by the title. In order of 
population they are Santa Fe, Nueva Ge- 
rona and Columbia. 

Santa Fe is situated on the banks of 
the Santa Fe river. It is about seven 
milen from Jucaro, and perhaps 1 miles 
from the seashore. At one time jt was 
jtike Nueva Gerona, an American posioffice, 
but now you must lick the back of a 
Cuban stamp if you want to communicate 


with friends. 


Banta Fe is a quaint-looking town, built 
after the Feneral style/of Cuban cr Span- 
ish towns, around a hollow square, which 
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goats, which are constantly growing. For 
what purpose the goats are maei- 
tained no wne seems to know. Even the 
small boy here has no use for them for 
attaching them to improvised carts as 
they do in the states, but this may be 
accounted for from the fact that such 
pleasure requires some effort on the part 
of the boy. These animals have the same 
inguisitiva nature as the more civilized 
goats do. They get into your buggy or 
wagon, climb upen goods boxes, sheds or 
“any old place’ they can put their feet. 
The last one I saw as I was leaving 
Santa Fe was lying upon the top of a tall 
stone column at the entrance to a stone 
bridge which crogses the river, chewing 
his quid. How he ever reached that em- 
inence only a goat could tell. 

Santa Fe has a population of about 1000 
inhabitants. It has thermal baths of 
about blood temperature and medicinal

This was at ore time 
a great summer resort for the wealthy 
peopls of Havana. 

+ There are many fine drives and walks in 
the vicinity. One laurel tree’s branches 
spread out until they cover a space of U0 
feet in diameter. 

The port of Santa Fe is at Jucaro (pro- 
nounced hookero), seven miles distant, over 
a fine natural road. A steamer touches this 
point once, twice or three times a week, 4s 
business demands; so does a sail vessel. 
Both are from Batabano, Cuba. 

The Isle of Pines was to Spain what St. 
Helena is to England—a place to send pris- 
oners and objectionable characters. Santa 
Fe was the residence of the officers in 
charge and Nueva Gerona was the prison 
town, 

Nueva Gerona is on the north coast, and 
on the west bank of the Sierra de las Casas 
river, about two miles above its mouth. 
It is situated on a picturesque plateau be- 
tween the Caballos and Casas mountains 
It is the principal seaport, and large ves- 
sels unload on its streets. It is also sup- 


\ 


plied with fine magnesian springs. 

The town has a good hotel run by C. H. 
Newell, a machinist and engineer. He ran 
on the R. E. Lee from 8t. Louis to Vicka- 
burg during 1872, 1873 and 1874, and made St. 
Louis his home. Near the town are the 
barracks, a large stone building with in- 
terior c@urts, capable of accommodating 
about 300 troops. It is now occupied by the 
Cuban rural guards. 

The old prison, which has had for its in- 
mates many who were more holy and right- 
eous than those who placed them there, is 
a mass of ruins. It was in this old jail 
that the romance of Miss Cisneros began 
during=the Spanish war. 

The only church on the fsland is here. It 
is Catholic. The pastor is Father James. 
He says it is seldom he has more than 
four or five at church services. The iron 
grating at the windows and doors makes 
the church resemble a jail more than a 
house of worship. r 

The houses in these two towns are built 
of brick and stone and are coated with plas- 
ter, then painted blue, white, yellow and 
red, as the taste dictates. The roofs are 
all of tile. The porches along the street 
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are private property, and do not cover the 
sidewalks, for there are none. They are 
used to tie their horses under. All walking 
is done in the street. 

‘rhe principal, 1 might say the only, indus- 
try is making cigars. This is shared in by 
the women and boys, and a very good cigar 
can be had for two cents ptala. That means 
two cents Spanish silver, which is worth 
70 cents on the dollar in American money. 
Near here are the ruins of extensive brick 
yards, where an excellent quality of brick, 
flooring and roofling tiles were made and 
shipped, I am informed, to Havana. 


Columbia is a town, laid out this year in 
regular American style with lots and biocks, 
Streets and alleys. There are two stores, a 
blacksmith shop under way and a two-story 
hotel and a postoffice, all run by Amert- 
cans, who are loud in their praise of the Isle 
of Pines, R. P. Ewing is the postmaster. 
While I was there, he opened the first sack 
of mail ever brought to Columbia. But few 
men have so much push and energy and 
SO many resources as Mr. Ewing. With the 
ussistance of his estimable wife, he runs 
the postoffice and store and looks after the 
clearing of the land, fertilizing his 15-acre

The corn field fs the place from which 
such things as beer, corn oll, starch, sugar, 
rubber, mucilage, gum drops, wall paper, 
soap, ink, salad dressipg and half a hun- 
dred other articles that are important in 
the domestic economy of the country are 
extracted. 

Here, for instance, is a partial list in ad- 
dition to the above: Cornmeal, pearl hom- 
iny, hulled corn, canned green corn, canned 
hulled corn or soaks, maizena samp, de- 
germinated samp, half a dozen health foods, 
cream meal, self-raising pancake flour, 
quick malt, brewer's grits, husks for pack- 
ing cofferdams of battleships, alcohol, whis- 
key. degerminated brewers’ meal, paper 
stock prepared from the shells of the corn- 
stalk, bolted corn blades with stalks and 
cobs, varnish, cob pipes, lager beer, Brit- 
ish gum, fancy table syrup, popcorn, table 
grits, salves, laundry yw: cornstarch for 
cooking, frumentum, Taked hominy, gum 
paste, gum drops, corn oil, vulcanized corn 
oll, grape sugar, gluten feed, glucose and 
confectioners’ glucose, brewers’ gugar, con- 
fectioners’ paste and candy.

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Exports of corn ofl cake amounted to 2,- 
202,680 pounds in 1901. Its value was $48,783. 
France is the principal user of this. The 
oil is used in the manufacture of paints, 
leather dressing, various kinds of soap, and 
a rubber substitute. Corn oll cake, the 
residue after expressing the oll, is used in 
France as a stock food for which it has a 
high value. 

The possibilities contained within a grain 
of corn began to unfold themselves nearly 
forty years ago, or thirty years after Thos. 
Kingsford, an English chemist, began to ex- 
tract etarch from the corn grain at New 
Bergen, N. J. His researches set an exam- 
ple to all the other chemists,-and today 
almost all of the starch made in the United 
States is made from corn. 

There are four parts to a grain of corn, 
the otter covering, the hull or bran, then 
the hard flinty or glutinous part, then the 
starch and -iast, the little white point which 
extends through the tip and is called the 
germ. 

The germ is about the sige of a grain of 
wheat and is the most valuable portion, con- 
sidering ita Size. Up to a few years ago, it 
was looked upon as useless and was, in fact, 
a nuisance to the manufacturers of starch 
and ether corn produéts. It cost them money

It is completely cover- 
ed with various kinds of trees, and as you 
approach it, it looks like an immense grove 
fringed with beautiful, royal palms at its 


base. 
This town is located nearest of all towns 


en the isle, to a dock. Its goutheast cor- 
nér is but half a mile from Columbia wharf 
cn the opposite side of Jucaro river from 
the landing of that name. On the porch of 
the hotel, Sunday, July 27, the first religious 
services ever conducted by . Protestants, 
were held. There were & in attendance, 
representing the Presbyterians, Methodist, 
Baptist and Episcopal churches. Services 
were conducted by Rev. A. R. Archibald, 
and at the close, all joined heartily in ging: 


ing, ‘‘My Country 'Tis of Thee.”’ 

The people on the island, excepting the 
American, are supposed to belong to the 
Catholic Church. That is, this church claims 
them and has a priest here to marry those 
who wish to get married and to baptise the 
children, charging for the first, a fee of $7 
and for the second $100. Father James clainis 
to have the record extending back for hun- 
dreds of years, of the inhabitants of the is- 
land and can furnish each fiative with a 
family tree. The natives répresent three 
strong families or tribes, who never inter- 
marry, but keep their tribal rélatién en- 
tirely seperate. This intermarrying of fam- 
ilies is having its results in producing Many 
deformities, and you come in contact With 
many pitiful objects in visiting these people, 
although great effort is made to keep them 
from your view. , 

The natives are very kind and hospitable. 
The first thing after you are seated in one 
of their shacks, they will offer you drink, 
either wine or coffee. The wine is not in- 
toxicating. Some of them are good work- 


These tribes heve large numbers of cattle 
and hogs running at large over the island, 
and when a family wants fresh meat, the 
men go out into the forest and kill what 
they wish and take it home and hang it on 
a pole. The air is so salt the meat keeps 
for many days. 

[ have never heard of any trouble exz- 
isting between the tribes. Before the 
United States put the island under Cuban 
control there were several schools, and 
the children exhibited great desire to 
learn. Now the school houses are closed 
and it is not supposed the 
will have an opportunity to go to echool 
again until Uncle Sam resumes charge of 
affairs. The same blight is on public im- 
provements, Nothing has been done since 
the United States government finished the 
Calzada (road) between Nueva Gerona and 
Banta F6, 

Fish are so plentiful and meat go easy. 
to get that the inhabitants become lasy, 
yet both old and young seem inclined to 
work for an education. At the present 
time the government of the island is ex- 
asperating to the Americans and not 4t 
all pleasing to the natives. 


If we go by the recor? there is no dis 
puting the fact that the Isle of Pines 
belongs to the United States and not to 
Cuba, that the Cuban government has no 
more right to administer its laws here than 
Canada has. Yet the same laws are in 
force heré that are fn foree in Cuba, The 
same rufal guards, dressed in the same 
uniform, ride over the island on the same 
Cuban pony and oollect a Mcense for con< 
ducting a frult stand, making and eeiling 
cigars, sharpening a plow, running @ bar 
ver shop, keeping hotel or ca#rying tour- 
jiats ovor the island. Should he buy 4& 
piece of land he must pay the Cuban gov- 
ernment 1 per cent of the selling price to 
have it recorded. The products of the 
island must pass through a Cuban custom 
house and if he writes a letter home he 
must lick a Cuban stamp. All American 
enterprises have ceased and will not be 
resumed until the stability of the white 
man’s government is established and the 
star spangled banner shall wave over the 
land of the free and the homes of the 


ers, and are picking up American ways. brave. 
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Then the chemists found that the deg- 
bised little germ contained an oil that was 
worth more than any other of the constitu- 
ents of Indian corn and the waste ceased. 

These germs are now put under hydraulic 
Pressure and the oil extracted, which, with 
the residue, called corn-oll cake, is shipped 
abroad as above noted. The corn oll will 
Stand for years without getting rancid, ana 
is used to some extent as a substitute for 
olive oil, It sellg for 6 cents a pound. 

Corn rubber cannot be told by the lay- 
man from the South American rubber-tree 
product even in smell. It is made of corn 
oll, which is treated with sulphur and 
baked in order to make “‘real rubber’ out 
eof it. It can be sold for one-tenth of. the 
price of the Para rubber, and its principal 
use is in the making of rubber boots, bicy- 
cle tires, buggy tires, sheet rubber, water 
proofing, rubber heels, linoleum—in fact, im 
nearly all classes of rubber goods. 

The size of the grain considered. the 
principal product of corn ig starch. To ex- 
tract that the corn—shelled, of course—is 
placed in immense vats with about 1000 
bushels of corn to $0 gallons of water. in 
which there is @ smal! propertion of sul- 
phurie aci@ to loosen the hull, soften the 
kernel and release the glutinous matter 
and free the germ. 
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ARE MADE FROM CORN? 


After 30 or # hours the water is with- 
drawn and evaporated in order to recover 
any of the grains that May have come with 
it. In former years this Water was wasted. 
Now the chemists extract from it phos- 
phates and albumifolds amounting to one 
and one-half pounds to the bushel of corn 
soaked in it. It i¢ theh mixed with the by- 
products, which s@ll as cattle feed. 


After this the mass left behind by v4 
water is passed through mills and anot 
bath, and the stareh remains at the bottom 
to be dried and éold in its various forms. 


These forms consist of the regular laun- 
dry, cooking and confectioners’ starches, 
and it can be found in the percentage of 
to 60 in every can pf cheap baking powder 
It also stands a good chance of staying in 
the factory and ,being turned into grape 
sugar, brewers’ sugar, glucose or dextrin. 


Dextrins are gums of pastes. ‘1. make 
a@ substitute for gum arabié, and a good one, 
from etarch it is treated with nitric acid 
and then baked. Dextrin fixes dyes and 
colors on fabrics, particularly caliee, and 
also is used in making paper boxes, Oh 
cloth, Ink, wall paper, for gumming en-~ 
yelopes and stamps or wherever a strong 


adhesive paste is needed. 
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Glucose and grape sugar are the greatest 
derivatives of corn etarch. The making 
of this is a complicated process in which 
muriatic acid, carbonate of soda end greag 
pressure enter. . 

A number of grades of sugar an@ of give 
cose are thus made, varying. with the treate 
ment. Confectioners use the gluctse i 
large quantities in the manufacture of 


i candy and it has been demonstrated by the 


most eminent chemists that it is @ bealta-

Manufacturers of table syrups and mo- 
lasses are also large users of it. It would 
probably be impossible to buy & 
table syrup or molasses in St. Lowks that 
does not contain glucose, .
